Office contacted the writer teleghonically vrith reference to 
the above-entitled case, and advised that Laura inwalls was ~ 
released on bond on the evening of December 21, 1941» It is 
understood that this bond was executed through professional 
bondsmen and was divided between several of them, No information 
is available as to who was responsible for these arrangements 
being made. 
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SAC lJchee further aovised that the search warrants 
necessary for the obtaining of documents contained in the luggage 
belonging to Laura^ngalls, which are presently in New York City, 
had been executes. As a result, copies of letters addressed to 
Baron Ulrich vcn Uienanth v^ere obtained, as well as various 
propaganda pamphlets that apparently were delivered to the subject 
tel^ojairt^enanth through Julia Kraus as intermediary. Abbott 
Ingalls, brother of the subject, is back in New York City and 
nas possession of tne brief case belonging to Ingalls. He was 
contacted by the New York Office with reference to this brief 
case and stated that he would keep it intact, pending further 
advice. An additional search warrant was to be issued with 
reference to this brief case, and, in view of the fact that the 
subject was released on bond last evening, this matter is being 
pressed by SAC mcKee. SAC McKee subsequently called and advised * 
that the brief case had been obtained and contained therein were t 
numerous America First papers, a copy of Hitler’s book entitled 
n The New Order 11 and Hitler’s book entitled n bein Kampf. 1 * The 
book "The New Order” had been underlined and longhand notations 
made therein, apparently by the subject. In addition, there was 
obtained a copy of & telegram, of which the Bureau has had pre- 
vious advice, to the fact that Ingalls should continue her 

which you will recall was sent to 
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her by Julia Kraus at the instigation of von Gienanth. 

SAC mcKee, in conclusion, wished to be advised of the 
Bureau's attitude regarding a possible interview with William 
Randolph Hears tin this case, in view of the fact that informa- 
tion was submitted to the Los Angeles Field Office by a confiden- 
tial source thatHearst was contacted by Ingalls. This contact 
apparently occurred sometime during the summer of 1941, and she 
allegedly stated to the informant that Hears t was ready to finance 
her flight to Europe, and then to let her work for the Kearst 
papers in Gerrraiy as a correspondent. However, when the State 
Department refused to issue her a passport, Hearst did not wish 
to go further with the plans. When she offered to go without 
a passport, hearst reportedly was afraid he might become involved 
in some unpleasant developments. Ingalls expressed the opinion 
that in the event she once got to Germany she could again take 
up her contact with Hearst where it had previously terminated. 

The above negotations apparently were with reference to Ingalls' 
plan for a flight to Gerrany to further a peace plan and to 
aavise the German people that the American public was not being 
told the truth with reference to the war. hAC ncKee was advised 
to hold in abeyance any lead with reference to the interview of 
Hearst, and, pending advice from you, no further action will be 
taken along these lines. This contact with Hearst apparently, 
if actually consummated, would not necessarily add any informa- 
tion of an evidentiary value to the instant case. 

An additional factor that nay be of interest to you 
with reference to this case is that a teletype was received from 
the Hew York Office on December 19, 1941, in the case entitled 
"Ars. Ethel F. Brigham, with alias; Internal Security. fl As you 
will recall, Erg. Ethel F. Brigham was the subject of a memorandum 
to the Attorney General on November 3, 1941, to the effect that 
she and other members of her family were fanatically pro-Nazi 
and that a daughter of the family, presumably Barbara Brigham, 
had indicated to Page Ellinger, of New York City, that there is 
an organization of 5^0,000 members in the United States ready 
to take up arms against the President if this country enters the 
wax. The Bureau is currently investigating the Brigham family.

Through a highly confidential source, it was determined 
on December 19, 19 41, that Barbara Brigham was in contact with 
finil Morcsini, of the New York Law Firm Cohalan and loro si rd . 
liorosini indicated that he was horrified to learn of the arrest 
of Laura Ingalls as a non-registered agent. He asked Barbara 
Brigham whether the friends of the America first Committee in 
New York could, raise the ^7500 bond necessary for her release, 
since she had indicated to the United States Commissioner ttfit 
she was without funds, korosini also indicated that Ingalls 
ray have been "up to something,” to which Barbara Brigham agreed 
that it was possible,- but aaued that she worked along with the 
America first Committee all the time, liorosini indicated the 
belief that her arrest grew out of her activities with the America 
First Committee, and he observed that this was probably in line 
with the indictments on which his firm is now working; namely, 
hysterical and not necess arily legal. that 

liorosini is representing ffiorge^Sylves ereck^ who was 

recently indicted under the" provisions of the registration Act. 

To the above statements Bar'oar^JfiJfugham expressed the opinion 
that Ingalls* arrest was a slap at the America first Committee 
and that her record would not indicate ary criminal propensities. 
She added that she had made several trips with kiss IngalXs, and 
admitted that she, Barbara Brigham, had lived several years in 
Germany. The above information, furnished by a highly confiden- 
tial source, was submitted to the Criminal Division for inform- 
ative purposes by memorandum dated December 22, 1941* 

This' same highly confidentialsdurce, in the Ethel 
F. Brigham case, disclosed that ChurlgwLindbergh recently at- 
tended a dinner at the home of Edwin S.rrfebster. Jr., Secretary 
of the America first Committee, 35 Beekman Street, New York 
City. Barbara Brigham also attended this dinner, jdndfcergh 
spoke a tj 1 ength du ring the evening and suggeste d tha t members 
oT CH t^^g lTuiF^i'r st Corm iUtee get behind "" the - war , but added 
thatror years America has been speaking of'Uie^yellow peril 
and we are in, fighting on the side of the Russians and Chinese.

Barbara Brigham indicated, according to this source 
of information, that she does not believe that Iaura Ingalls is 
a Kazi, and quoted a statement from the New 1'ork Times made by 
Ingalls in which she indicated she did not take orders from the 
German Government. She characterized Ingalls as a crackpot, but 
both Barbara Brigham ana Bril Lorosini were of the opinion that 
she was arrested because of her name, and that her arrest is a 
persecution of the America First Committee. A claim was made 
that Ingalls had been placed in the worst jail in the country. 
Barbara Brigham admitted that In rails never missed a trip to 
Washington, D. C., but that she was not the leader, as the""- — .. 
newspapers indicated. It was suggested that the America First 
Committee take up the Ingalls case in court. There seems to be 
nothing definite to the effect that the America First Committee 
will assume the defense of Laura In 'alls at the trial in this 
case, and in view of the previous advise given the Department 
r. garbling the interest of Barbara 3righam and &al iiorosini 
in this matter, no attempt will be made to submit the informa- 
tion regarding iinobergh and the activities of the America 
First Committee to the Department, until it appears more pertinent 
to the trial of this case.

On March 2, 1938, Soviet justice caught up with the saboteur-spy Mikhail 
Chernov . He was tried in Moscow, along with twenty other Soviet citizens and he was 
sentenced to be shot. Paul Scheffer was ordered to leave the country. He returned t o 
Berlin and began working for Dr. Goebbels > who in 1938 sent Scheffer to the United 
States where he remained for three years reporting regularly to Cr . C-oeboels 1 news- 
paper, Das ReicKT 

When Nazi Germary declared war on the United States, Paul Scheffer was quiet 
picked up by the FBI and interned as an enemy alien. 

The authors ask the question: Could such wholesale sabotage of agriculture 3 

as took place in the Soviet Union, take place in the United States? 


They then state that regardless of how fantastic it might sound, such 
diabolical sabotage was actually practised by German saboteurs in 1915 in the United 
States of America.

Colonel Eugene Konovaletz who had served with the Kaiser's armies of 
occupation in the Ukraine and who had earned considerable notoriety as a rapist and 
killer was chosen to head an internation al Fifth Column , commonly referred to as tne 
OUN ( Or ionization of Ukrainian Natio nalists j wherever there are Ukr ainian comurutieSj 
“whether in Soviet Russia, So uth America or the United States, Konovaletz *s emissar ies 
traveled at the expense of th e German government and established OUN cells . 

Special schools for OUU members were opened in Germany where the students^ 
were caref ully' trained in~the arts of espionage, sabotage and assassination. 

The QUK students were taught the various methods of stealing military seers 
making bombs, slowing up factories and carrying out political murders. Courses in 
regular German array training were also part of the curriculum. The urst of 

schools was established in j_a.nzig around 1928. 
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■Then Hitler came to power , a central academy for the 0"?C was founded in 
b^rlin . The Nazis scared no expense in ouilding this academy ana supxdying it with 
expert instructors ana scientific equipment. Tne academy *s address is */ 5 hecklen- 
burgiscne Strasse, Berlin. Its title is “School for Espionage, Saootage and 
Terrorism.” 


The 0U1J received its first major setback in 1938 when the Soviet Government 
smashed its entire underground organization in the Ukraine. That same year, Hitler and 
Nicolai reached an agreement that Colonel Konovaletz, head of the O'JNj was rather too 
well acquainted with the secrets of the German Government, and that his international 
influence had readied a point where it might prove difficult to control. ... .They

He became the martyr of the Ukrainian 
movement, and high Nazis have since remarked tiiat Konovaletz has proved even more 
valuable to them dead than "alive. 


Omelian 5 enyk- Gr ibiwisky was se nt to the United States in 1931 to organize 
a Kazi-Ukraine network in this country, known as the QL..U. 

Two years later, with the Nazis in por.ver^ a nd unlimited funds at his aisposa 
the "Salesman of Terror” returned to the United States to develop the ODUU and spread 
Its sinister branches across the forty-eight states . Scores of "front” organizations 
were set up. 


For thoSi of his United States agents who were unable to attend the German

"How I; any here Sabotaged?" 


The authors go into detail regarding the burning of the Normandie . They st 
that regardless of the fact that the House Naval Affairs subcommittee found that the 
cause of the fire was oirectly attributed to carelessness and lack of supervision and 
that the Senate Naval Affairs Committee found the difficulty of placing the blame on 
any one individual or group and that the Naval Court of Inquiry felt that the Robbins 
fry Lock and Repair Company should be charged with gross carelessness, "it seems that 
for some time to come, the burnin- of the Normandie will re..u in one of the ua.jo r 
mysteries oi 1 Yiorla Nar II." The authors inc.icate fro:,i their remarks that they feel 
personally that the Normandie was a result of foreign inspired sabotage and they quot 
particularly the detaileo accounts which appeared in the New York newspaper Fk the da 
after the Normandie burned. 


In this chapter they relate wliat they term "the mystery of the eight ships, 
showing how eight different ships, bound for Soviet Russia, and heavily loaded with w 
supplies vital to the Red Array, had strange and similar fates. Not one of the ships 
reached its destination. Tliree of them foundered on the high seasj four limped back 
into the ports from which they had set out$ and one crippled ship was torpedoed as it 
struggled to return to port. In each case, according to the men who sailed trie ship£ 
"shifting cargo" was to blame. 


The authors present in this chapter what they term, "Facts ana Figures." 
Beginning with July 10, 1940# at the tine President Roosevelt submitted to the Ccngr< 
his :;;4,800, 000, 000. defense program, they give a series of dates shova-nr various acts 
of sabotage in chronological order, wnich Included the Hercules powder Plant at ih.-ny: 
tne Unitea Railroaa ana Signal Corporation explosions at Noodbridge, hex/ Jersey, 
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the Burton Pcwder Works at Edinburg, Pennsylvania, ana the Trojan powder Company at 
Allentown, Pennsylvania. The last three occurred within ten minutes of each other on • 
November 12. They then state that during 1941 according to figures published by the 
Hartford Hire Insurance Company, industrial disasters caused a loss of lr-j bullion 
man hours. The production time lost could have given the United States five battle- 
ships, five thousand heavy bombers and sixty-five light tanks. The remaining pages 
oi the chapter are devoted to a chronological record of mysterious accidents and 
disasters in 1941 which the authors feel were Axi s -inspired acts of saootage.

The authors offer the following suggestion: 

"The Joint Management-Labor Committees , which were set up at the request o: 
War Production Chief Donald Nelson, could undertake a nationwide campaign to enlist 
all war-workers i n the fight against sabotage. These committees couia draw upon the 
knowledge and expe rience of 11,000.000 men and women in factories , rail ro a ds, v.-arg^. 
houses, d ocks and shipyards, v>ho are intimate with every detail of the Unuted States 
production machine, and who could maue valuable recommendations for the sa ± eguarding 
ox war machinery and war products. An army of 11,0 00,000 vigilant American workers, 
could be mobilized to guard against Axis sabotageT"

On December 12, 1941, five days after pearl Harbor, the America First Comni 
officially disbanded. 

On December 17, 1941, ten days alter Pearl Harbor, a secret meeting was hel 
in a luxurious New York City apartment at 35 Beexman place. This was the home of 
Eawin S ibl eyT*reb^ ter, Jr., Yfealthy hall Street broker and former Executive Director o 
tne New York' Chapter of the America First Committee. 'Webster's guests included Chari 
AXLindoergn and a number of key America First leaders in New York. 

^ A few weeks after the meeting in Webster’s apartment, Horace J. Haase set u 
an organization called Americans for Peace. Its membership was composed largely of 
former America Firsters. The new organization circulated a propaganda oulletin, 
"America’s Hope," which asserted that the claims of the A*d-S were just and that the 
United States had provokea Japan into the war. 

Four days after America’s entry into the war, two hundred people held a 
meeting in the Embassy Auditorium in L os Angeles and voted to "impeach” a wax-faced 
dummy of the president of the United States . Ellis Q. Jones , Chief ox the National 
Copperheads, a fifth column organization which had worked closely ’with the -America r 
Committee on the best Coast, told the Los Angeles audience, " The Japanese nave a rig!

On Kay 23, 1941 while in Hoboken on other official business, 
the reporting agent observed that a store by the name of FISHERS, 56 Second 
Street, Hoboken, had the German-American newspeper on sale. 

On June 26, 1941 the Bund newspaper carried an article commenting 
upon the freezing of German funds in connection with which bund funds were also 
frozen,^ The article offers to split on a fifty-fifty basis with anyone who 
can find funds paid the Bund by the German government or its agents at any 
time in the past. In the same edition there was a statement to the effect 
that Secretary KORGENTHAU had addressed a letter to the Free American asking 
for its assistance in enlisting the savings of the American people in the 
task of financing the national defense program. It states, "The Free American 
is unqualifiedly for the defense of the U. S„ against any foreign aggressor 
and will support any patriotic measure to that end." In the same edition 
under the title, "Notice to Our Readers", it is explained that the funds of 
the Free American have been frozen and that in the future a six instead of an 
8 page paper will be published. It further conuoents that it is to be noted 
th&t Communist funds in the U. s. have not been tied up end requests all
